ll)—T h at 
municipalities of Ohio should 
begin 
now to prepare to use artificial 
gas 
when natural gas gives out, 
was the 
assertion W. B. Cockley, attorney for 
the East Ohio 
Gas 
company, 
made 
before tho senate committee on pub­ 
lic utilities last night. 
Cockley spoke in opposition to th e 
bill prepared by Representative Mil­ 
ler of Stark county, which would re­ 
quire gas companies and other utili­ 
ties to submit to a hearing before the 
tate public utilities 
commission be­ 
fore they can abandon service in any 
community, 
w hether 
they 
have 
a 
franchise or not. 
Cockley said his company and other 
gas companies were preparing to go 
into the artificial gas business, l f the 
West. Virginia law limiting the tra n s­ 
portation of gas from that state into 
Ohio 
is upheld, 
ho 
declared 
Ohio 
municipalities now receiving natural 
gas would be hard hit. 
He said 
his 
company was making no more 
long 
term contracts 
to furnish 
gas, 
be­ 
cause of the failure of the supply. 
The Miller bill is the? outgrowth 
of 
a fight made by the city of Alliance 
to compel the E ast Ohio company to 
continue to furnish it with gas. 
The bill has passed the house and 
is now before the senate public utili­ 
ties committee for action.

What Is Meant by "A Capable Health Officer?” 
A capable health officer" is a m an trained iii the science of preventing 
disease and equipped with ad m in istrativ e ability to put his principles into 
practice. 
Except in a few of our cities, present local health officers know 
little or nothing of disease prevention and confine their activities largely 
to q u aran tin e work, much of which could he avoided" by preventing con­ 
tagious diseases. 


Can Much Sickness Be Prevented?

Most contagious discases can lie partially or alm ost entirely prevented. 
Much sickness due to physical defects can he prevented by correcting the 
delects. 
D eaths of babies are mostly due to preventable causes.

is the Need For Disease Prevention Serious lr. Ohio? 
Is is very serious. 
In 
1918. 23,399 O hioans died front diseases known 
to ho to a g re a t or less extent preventable. 
In addition th ere were m any 
more cases of these diseases iii which the patients recovred. 
T he total cost 
of these cases and deaths to the people of the state, counting value of live* 
lost, funeral expenses, m edical and nursing costs and w age loss, has been 
estim ated a t m ore than $142,000,000 for this one year. 
Sm allpox alone— an 
entirely preventable disease— had 12,000 la ses and cost approxim ately a mil­ 
lion dollars. 
Typhoid fever, also easily preventable, caused a similarly heavy 
loss. 
One in every ten babies born in the state dies before it is a year old; 
m ost of these deaths are due to preventable disorders. 
Practically all diph­ 
th eria d eath s could he prevented, but this disease causes an average of 300 
deaths a y ear in Ohio. 


How Can One Know That the Propored Reorganization Would Work Out In 
Practice to Prevent These Diseases? 
By the fact that efficient local health organization has brought about 
enorm ous reductions in disease prevalence in o ther states. 
California has 
reduced typhoid fever to a point far below the Ohio figures. 
Few states 
have had as m uch smallpox in recent years as Ohio. 
New Zealand, by ef­ 
fective . health work, has reduced her baby d eath rate to a point only half 
as high as Ohio. 
Even while the w ar was a l its height, England succeeded 
iii m aterially reducing her infant death total. 


Why Can Not These Results Be Achieved Under the Present System? 
j 
The lack of an efficient corps of w orkers in th e small com m unities and 
rural districts ties the hands of tyie S tate D epartm ent of Health in its efforts 
to im prove health conditions iii these localities. 
It can make regulations 
and suggestions, but has no one to carry them out in m ost parts of the state. 


Does the Hughes Bill Confine Itself to Providing For District Organization? 
In addition to establishing and organizing districts, it outlines the duties 
of district health officials. 
Among the m a tte rs provided for are; 
Medical 
supervision and inspection of schools, free tre a tm e n t of venereal diseases, 
protection of food products against infection, sa n ita ry inspection of public 
institutions, free public health laboratories for all districts, free c l x4l»i»- 
tion of diphtheria antitoxin.

CITY MANAGER IS 
SPEAKER AT TOAST­ 
MASTER CLUB MEETING 


E nsign W illiam S. E vatt. of Cincin­ 
nati, who is in charge of navy 
re­ 
cruiting in the Cincinnati district was 
a visitor in Xenia Tuesday and while 
here he gave out an interview regard­ 
ing the navy which should he of g en ­ 
eral interest, especially to young men. 
In part he said: 
“The navy as a career offers m any 
cpportunites that are not generally 
known or appreciated. 
The scarcity 
o f labor and the high w ages during 
the war induced m any young men who 
otherw ise would have continued at 
school, to accept em ploym ent, but now 
find them selves idle. 
Too often this 
work w as o f a highly 
specialized 
character such as the use of an auto­ 
matic m achine tool, so that the e x ­ 
perience gained w as of no practical 
value when that particular job was 
lost. 
Som e of these young men can 
afford to return to school, but m any 
others have nether the inclination nor 
the m eans, and the problem confronts 
them as to w hat they shall turn to 
Many can find answer by consulting 
the recruiting officers of the navy. 
“In w eighing these opportunities, 
it m ust be considered that much more 
than the actual cash paid in tho navy 
is involved. 
In fact all cash received 
actually means w ages above the total 
necessary expenditures of living. Food 
lodging and m edical attention 
are 
furnished to every enlisted m an w ith ­ 
out cost; 
governm ent Insurance is 
furnished at the actual cost to the 
governm ent. 
Should the young man 
elect to rem ain in the navy fo r six ­ 
teen to tw enty years, he m ay then go 
out of the service with a fair income 
for life. 
One of the m ost attractive 
features is the opportunity to learn 
alm ost any trade bv attending one 
of the num erous trade schools estab ­ 
lished by the navy. It is by no m eans 
easy to thoroughly acquire a trade 
in these days of specialization and in 
fact, unless a boy has influence in 
some trade either through relatives 
or friends, th e only w ay I know to 
learn it is bv attending som e expen­ 
sive technical school. 
In the navy the 
young man is not onlv taught 
the 
trade thoroughly but is paid w hile be- 
'n<r instructed.”
